Text, Matt. 3:11, “IJ indeed baptize 
you with water unto repentance: but 
he that cometh after me is mightier 
than I, whose shoes I am not worthy 
to bear: he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost, and with fire.” 

Many people will agree with the 
scripture recorded in John 3:3, where 
Jesus spoke to Nicodemus, a ruler of 
the Jews, and said, “Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God.” Others go further and agree 
with Paul when he spoke to the Thes- 
salonians, 1 Thess. 5:22, 23, and com- 
manded them to “abstain from all 
appearance of evil. And the very God 
of peace sanctify you wholly.” They 
agree to being born again and sancti- 
fied, but these same people will very 
definitely deny Matt. 3:11, as quoted 
in this text, and the many other scrip- 
tures recorded in the Word of God 
pertaining to the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. John the Baptist said, after 
he had commanded the people to re- 
pent and make their paths straight, 
“TI indeed baptize you with water unto 
repentance: but he that cometh after 
me is mightier than I, whose shoes 
I am not worthy to bear: he shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost, and 
with fire.” 

If we believe the third chapter of 
John to be true, then we must believe 
the other portions of the Bible to be 
true. The prophets of God prophesied 
of the baptism of the Holy Ghost as 
far back as 700 years before the com- 
ing of Jesus. We read in Isa. 44:1-3, 
“Yet now hear, O Jacob my servant; 
and Israel, whom I have chosen: Thus 
saith the Lord that made thee, and 
formed thee from the womb, which 
will help thee; Fear not, O Jacob, my 
servant; and thou, Jeshurun, whom 
I have chosen. For I will pour water 
upon him that is thirsty, and floods 
upon the dry ground: I will pour my 
Spirit upon thy seed, and my blessing 
upon thine offspring.” Isaiah looked 
down the ages of time and saw the 
Holy Ghost poured out on the seed 
and offspring of Jacob. Then again in 
Joel 2:28-32, we find these words re- 
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corded, “And it shall come to pass 
afterward, that I will pour out my 
spirit upon all flesh; and your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy, 
your old men shall dream dreams, 
your young men shall see visions: and 
also upon the servants and upon the 
handmaids in those days will I pour 
out my spirit. And I will shew won- 
ders in the heavens and in the earth, 
blood, and fire, and pillars of smoke. 
The sun shall be turned into darkness, 
and the moon into blood, before the 
great and the terrible day of the 
Lord come. And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever shall call on the name 
of the Lord shall be delivered: for in 
mount Zion and in Jerusalem shall 
be deliverance, as the Lord hath said, 
and in the remnant whom the Lord 
shall call.” 

It is recorded in the Bible that by 
the mouth of two or three witnesses 
every word shall be established. Isaiah 
and Joel, 700 years before the coming 
of Jesus Christ, spoke definitely of the 
outpouring of the Holy Ghost. Two 
hundred years later we find another 
prophet of God speaking on the same 
subject. Zech 12:10, “And I will pour 
upon the house of David, and upon 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, the 
spirit of grace and of supplications: 
and they shall look upon me whom 
they have pierced, and they shall 
mourn for him, as one mourneth for 
his only son, and shall be in bitter- 
ness for him, as one that is in bit- 
terness for his firstborn.” 

Many critics will say that these men 
just referred to the saving power of 
God, and also claim that there was 
no one saved under the grace dispen- 
sation till the day of Pentecost. But if 
this be true, then all the work of 
John the Baptist was in vain, and 
all the people that he baptized in the 
river Jordan were a mere bunch of 
hypocrites. But let us be fair and look 
at the Word of God and §°° for our- 
selves. 

John came preaching repentance, 
and the Bible says, in Matt. 3:5-10, 
“Then went out to him Jerusalem, and 
all Judaea, and all the region round 


about Jordan, and were baptized of 


him in Jordan, confessing their ing 


But when he saw many of the Phar 
sees and Sadducees come to his bap- 
tism, he said unto them, O generation 
of vipers, who hath warned you to 
flee from the wrath to come? Bring 
forth therefore fruits meet for re- 
pentance: and think not to say with- 
in yourselves, We have Abraham to 
our father: for I say unto you, that 
God is able of these stones to raise 
up children unto Abraham. And now 
also the axe is laid unto the root of 
the trees: therefore every tree which 
bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn 
down, and cast into the fire.” Note 
that the first came confessing their 
sins. They believed the preaching of 
John and made confessions, as record- 
ed in Rom. 10:10, “For with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness; 
and with the mouth confession 
made unto salvation.” If the & 
were not right, John led them down 
into the water a dry sinner and 
brought them forth a wet hypocrite; 
furthermore, he showed respect of per- 
sons by refusing to baptize the Phari- 
sees and the Sadducees. Some say, 
“These people were right; they were 
saved, but they got all there was for 
them when they confessed and were 
baptized.” If that were true, then 
why did John say, as we have already 
mentioned in Matt. 3:11, “I indeed 
baptize you with water unto repent- 
ance: but he that cometh after me 
is mightier than I, whose shoes I am 
not worthy to bear: he shall baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost, and with 
fire’? 


Let us now look at the promises of 


Christ and see what He has to s r 


in regard to the Holy Ghost. In Jo 

14:16, 17 we hear Christ as He spoke 
to the disciples, saying, “And I will 
pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever; even the 
Spirit of truth; whom the world can- 
not receive, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye know 
him; for he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you.” Again, in verses 25 
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and 26, “These things have I spoken 
unto you, being yet present with you. 
But the Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in 
my name, he shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your 
remembrance, whatsoever I have said 
unto you.” In John 15:26, we have 
these words, “But when the Comforter 
is come, whom I will send unto you 
from the Father, even the Spirit of 


er, he shall testify of me.” Luke 
24:49, “And, behold, I send the prom- 
ise of my Father upon you: but tarry 
ye in the city of Jerusalem, until ye 
be endued with power from on high.” 
Acts 1:4, 5, “And, being assembled to- 
gether with them, commanded them 
that they should not depart from Jeru- 
salem, but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith he, ye have 
heard of me. For John truly baptized 
with water; but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence.” 

Note, the first promise of Christ 
says the world cannot receive this 
Comforter, neither knoweth Him; but 
He further states that we shall know 
Him and He shall be in us. Second, 
the Comforter, or the Holy Ghost, 
hall be a teacher and shall bring all 
hings to our remembrance whatso- 
ever He has commanded us. Third, 
when He has come He will testify of 
Him. Fourth, when He has come He 
gives power to them that receive Him. 
To further substantiate this fact, we 
read in Acts 1:8, “But ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the earth.” 


Now we come to the time of the 
outpouring of the Holy Ghost. But to 
further prove that this is a separate 
experience from being saved or sanc- 
tified, we refer you to St. John 15:3, 4. 
Christ spoke to the disciples and said, 
“Now ye are clean through the word 
which I have spoken unto you. Abide 


oo: which proceedeth from the Fa- 


Pe me, and I in you. As the branch 


annot bear fruit of itself, except it 
abide in the vine; no more can ye, 
except ye abide in me.” You cannot 
abide in Christ until you get in Him, 
therefore they had to be in Christ 
in order to abide in Him; also, they 
were cleansed by the Word He had 
spoken unto them. He prayed for their 
permanent sanctification that they 
would be kept from evil when He was 
gone, and died to make it possible, 
o 
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as well as the new birth. John 17:17- 
20, “Sanctify them through thy 
truth: thy word is truth. As thou hast 
sent me into the world, even so have 
I also sent them into the world. And 
for their sakes I sanctify myself, 
that they also might be sanctified 
through the truth. Neither pray I for 
these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their 
word.” Yet, before He ascended to the 
Father He commanded those same 
people to go to Jerusalem and tarry 
for the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
This proves that the Holy Ghost bap- 
tism is separate from the new birth 
and sanctification. 


There are those who claim that the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost was only 
for the Twelve; but, at the first out- 
pouring of the Holy Ghost there were 
one hundred and twenty persons pres- 
ent, including the mother of Jesus, 
in an upper room. These all continued 
with one accord in prayer. “And when 
the day of Pentecost was fully come, 
they were all with one accord in one 
place. And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of a rushing 
mighty wind, and it filled all the 
house where they were sitting. And 
there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spir- 
it gave them utterance. And there 
were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, de- 
vout men, out of every nation under 
heaven. Now when this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came together, 
and were confounded, because that 
every man heard them speak in his 
own language. And they were all 
amazed and marvelled, saying one 
to another, Behold, are not all these 
which speak Galileans? And how hear 
we every man in our own tongue, 
wherein we were born?” Acts 2:1-8. 
Now there were seventeen different 
nationalities of people there, and they 
all heard them speak in their tongue 
the wonderful works of God. “Others 
mocking said, These men are full of 
new wine.” We have many mockers 
today, but thank God, I can say as 
did Peter, “These are not drunken, as 
ye suppose, seeing it is but the third 
hour of the day. But this is that which 
was spoken by the prophet Joel.” 
Zechariah, John, Isaiah, Joel, and the 
Son of God prophesied, spoke of, and 
promised this, the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. 


Let us note that the entire group of 


people in the upper room received 
this baptism and spoke with tongues 
as the Spirit gave them utterance. 
Then, when the multitude heard of it 
and cried, “Men and brethren, what 
can we do to be saved?” Peter said 
unto them, “Repent, and be baptized, 
every one of you, in the name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. For the promise is unto 
you, and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.” , 


This surely repudiates the theory 
that the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
was only for the Twelve. To further 
substantiate this, we call your atten- 
tion to the scripture recorded in the 
nineteenth chapter of Acts, where the 
Holy Ghost was poured out at the 
house of Cornelius, ten years after 
Pentecost, Peter and other Jewish 
brothers being witnesses and were 
convinced by this sign. They heard 
them speak with our tongues. Nearly 
fifteen years later, Paul found certain 
disciples, or Christians at Ephesus, 
and said unto them, “Have you re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since you be- 
lieved?” These were believers and dis- 
ciples, yet they had not received the 
Holy Ghost. Paul having laid his 
hands on them they received the 
Holy Ghost with the same manifesta- 
tions as those on the day of Pentecost, 
that of speaking in other tongues. 

We believe God’s plan for this Holy 
Ghost dispensation is that every per- 
son who comes to Him in obedience 
should be born again, sanctified, and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. The 
question we should ask ourselves is, 
“Have we received Him since we be- 
lieved?” If not, then the command of 
God is to tarry until you be endued 
with power. Your Jerusalem may be 
wherever you decide to make your 
altar. “The promise is unto you,” if 
you meet the conditions.

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hvistian Perfection 


Sermon preached on ‘’The Church of God Hour,’’ Radio Station 
WVOK, Birmingham, Alabama, March 26, 1950, by BILLY 
SUNDAY MYERS. Rev. M. D. Harwood, Director, P. O. Box 


185, Bessemer, Ala. 


For this initial Church of God pro- 
gram, I am preaching from this much 
misunderstood subject, “Christian 
Perfection.” That there is a perfec- 
tion that Christians may obtain in 
this life is made so plain in the 
Bible that none but “truth dodgers” 
and “holiness fighters” ever try to 
deny. That this perfection is man- 
datory; i. e., definitely demanded of 
Christians in this life, is made plain 
by such Scriptures as Matt. 5:48, 
which reads, “Be ye therefore perfect, 
even as your Father which is in heav- 
en is perfect.” 

These are the words of our Lord, 
and they are the Scripture’s most 
positive command for “freedom from 
sin in this life.” Of course, I know 
that when we raise the subject of 
“Christian Perfection,” the devil takes 
the advantage of men’s mental in- 
capacities, and physical infirmities 
and hoists a bugbear before their eyes 
that very nearly frightens them to 
death. The devil is hobbyhorsical and 
hobgoblin, and will run you clear out 
of God’s honey land with his frightful 
apparitions if you let him. You can 
always detect his scarecrows, however, 
if you will keep close to Jesus and 
full of the Holy Ghost. 

Yes, just mention “Christian per- 
fection,” and some plug-hat preacher 
will start ranting and raging and cry- 
ing up, “Incredible, incredible, that we 
should even think of being perfect in 
this life!” Why not, my friend, give 
it a most serious thought, when Jesus 
definitely demanded it, and when the 
Bible has such a cloud of witnesses 
to its attainment. God has never 
commanded one thing that is impos- 
sible for us. Should He demand the 
impossible, what kind of a God would 
He be? My listening friends and kins- 
men in the Lord, please for Jesus’ 
sake, and for the sake of your own 
soul, don’t let the devil’s swindlers 
sell your spiritual inheritance down 
the trash skid. Now, pull your 
thoughts together, be candid and 
willing to accept the truth in its 
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simplicity. Come, let us reason togeth- 
er. Come, let us see what this perfec- 
tion is which God so forcefully de- 
mands that we have in this life; 

Three Degrees of Perfection Taught 
in the Bible—“Absolute,” “Angelic,” 
“Christian” 


First, understand this. There are 
three degrees of perfection taught in 
the Bible: namely, absolute, angelic, 
Christian. Absolute perfection, the 
first of these, belongs to God, and 
God alone; it embraces omnipotence, 
omniscience, and omnipresence; i. e., 
it has all power, all knowledge, and 
is everywhere present. The angels 
don’t have this degree of perfection, 
and never will. The second of these, 
angelic perfection, preluded all 
physcial infirmities, and mental in- 
capacities. We shall never reach this 
perfection in this life, but we shall in 
the resurrection and glorification of 
our bodies. Jesus said, in Matt. 20:30, 
“In the resurrection...they are as 
the angels of God in heaven.” From 
this we see that the glorious resur- 
rection confers on us angelic perfec- 
tion. All physical diseases will be 
eliminated, and that streak of insanity 
which runs through every brain as a 
result of the fall will be healed, so 
that we may think right and judge 
correctly in all matters as now the 
angels do. We shall never attain this 
until the resurrection of our body. 

Listen to this: In Phil. 3:12, Paul 
says, “Not as though I were already 
perfect”; but just three verses follow- 
ing the same, Paul said, “Let...as 
many as be perfect, be thus minded.” 
Here he mentions two perfections, the 
former he has not reached, the lat- 
ter he has. The first mentioned is the 
perfection of our bodies in the resur- 
rection. This is proved by the preced- 
ing verse, which reads: “If by any 
means I might attain unto the resur- 
rection of the dead.” The second per- 
fection, which he declared to be the 
present state of many is “Christian 
perfection.” And it now devolves upon 
us to explain what this is. 


In short, it is the perfection .of 
moral character. Christian perfection 
does not perfect our mind; i. e., our 
intellect; nor does it perfect our phys- 
ical body, i. e., it does not eliminate 


physical infirmities. It perfects | , 


character. “And what does this ac 
tually do for us?” It is the elimination 
of all sin. If you will open your eyes 
just halfway, you can see that when- 
ever perfection is required of us in 
this life, it always means the elimi- 
nation of all sin from soul and body. 

Now, in the light of this, notice how 
easily our text is explained. “Be ye 
therefore perfect, even as your Fa- 
ther in heaven” does not mean that 
we are to be infallible like God; nor 
does it mean that we are to be im- 
peccable like God. It simply means 
that our hearts washed in the blood 
of Jesus are as pure and clean as 
heaven can make them. “Be perfect” 
means be perfectly clean, perfectly 
pure, as clean as the blood of Christ 
can make a soul. “He hath perfected 
forever them that ARE sanctified,’ 
Heb. 10:14. “Perfected forever” doe 
not mean that you are infaliible; it 
means if you are sanctified you are 
as clean as you can ever be in this 
life. 

In the light of this definition, let 
us read a few passages of scripture, 
and comment on them briefly. (But 
before we read, let me tell you this; 
it is the devil’s job, being assisted by 
counterfeit preachers, to bungle these 
three perfections, lump the sum, and 
confuse the unattainable with the at- 
tainable. and thereby cheat you out 
of your spiritual birthright. The devil 
has lost his sanctity but not his saga- 
city; he is wise to do evil, and will 
outwit you every time unless you 
choose the infallible and unerring 
Word of God as your guide in all 
things.) 

The first example of perfection 
cite you to is that of our father Abra- 
ham, and you will find it in Gen. 17:1, 
“And when Abram was ninety years 
old and nine, the Lord appeared to 
Abram, and said unto him, I am the 
Almighty God; walk before me, and 
be thou perfect.” At this, Abram fell 
upon his face before God in full sur- 
render. Then God confirmed His 
covenant with him, and informed him 
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that his name was changed from 
Abram to Abraham. The only dif- 
ference in the Hebrew form of spell- 
ing his name would be the letter “h” 
which changes it from Abram to 
Abraham. What does the change of 
his name signify? A name in the 
Bible was often put for nature or 
character; for example, Nabal: “As 
his name is so is he.” A change of 
one’s name by the Lord signifies a 
change of his nature or character. 
“Abram” means “High Father.” God 
gave him this name at his conversion 
to signify that he had been lifted from 
the deep pit of sin and his feet placed 
on the high plain of justification. 
“High Father” really illustrates 
“justifcation by faith,’ which pre- 
pared him in the councils of God to 
represent the whole family of faith. 
Hence, he became the paternal rep- 
resentative of all God’s children. 
Abraham, in this sense, stands at the 
head of the visible church. 

For many years Abraham lived in 
this initial stage of righteousness, un- 
til at length God appeared to him 
again: i. e., in a second epochal ex- 
perience; namely, “perfection,” which 
is simply another Bible term for en- 
tire sanctification. In this, God 
changed his name again from Abram 
(high father), to Abraham (father of 
nations). The letter “h” was inserted 
to make the difference. Great He- 
brew scholars tell us that in the 
Hebrew tongue the letter “h” is pro- 
nounced with a deep asperation, rep- 
resenting a strong breathing. The 
Bible application is simply this— 
when God perfected Abram’s heart 
in holiness, He breathed into his na- 
ture an exalted measure of grace 
and righteousness. Thus, we see that 
this perfection carried the thought of 
a moral change, and simply means 
that Abraham was sanctified when 
God said, “Be perfect.” 

Some time ago there fell into my 
hand a book written by one of the 
world’s champion “holiness fighters.” 
In his bungled catachresis he made 

comment on Abraham’s perfection, 
“Perfection in the Bible 
simply means sincerity.” Now this is 
exactly right; but, dear listener, the 
root meaning of “sincerity” is per- 
fectly synonymous with that of moral 
perfection. But why did he suggest 
the word “sincerity”? Because he 
knew that in the mind of the unlet- 
tered and unspiritual the word is not 
as strong and forceful as the word 
“perfection.” His design was obviously 
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to weaken the commandment of God 
by weakening the term, and leave 
the people with a mongrel religion; 
i. e., a sinning religion. All sinning 
religion is mongrel. 

Let me prove the point of argument 
from Paul’s testimony, 2 Cor. 1:12: 
“For our rejoicing is this, the testi- 
mony of our conscience, that in sim- 
plicity and godly sincerity, not with 
fleshly wisdom, but by the grace of 
God...” Where the English version 
reads “godly sincerity,” the Greek, 
we are told, literally reads, “Godly 
purity”; i. e., purity such as Christ 
possesses; unmixed purity; purity free 
from every foul element or foreign 
matter. When you go to the root of 
our English word “sincerity,” you find 
it to mean precisely the same thing. 
It originates from the Latin “sincer- 
us,” which is derived from the 
compound “sine” (without) and 
“cera” (wax), literally “without wax,” 
honey separated from the wax, or 
pure strained honey. The Bible appli- 
cation is simple; it means “the pure 
love of God without mixture of any 
sin whatsoever.” 

From this we see that Christian 
perfection is that work of God’s grace 
whereby the heart is purified from 
the wax of inbred sin and left brim 
full of the strained honey of perfect 
love. First Peter 2:2, speaks of the 
“sincere word of God,” meaning, of 
course, that the Bible is inspired of 
the Holy Ghost, and is not gummed 
up or waxed over with any uninspired 
tommyrot of the carnal mind. The 
same thing holds true of this good 
religion; we serve God with “sinceri- 
ty of heart,” i. e., we love Him with 
all of our soul, mind and strength: 
positively nothing left to serve the 
devil with. God has all of our heart; 
He holds preeminence in all of our 
affection, our motives, our desires. We 
are His purchased possession, bought 
with His own blood. We are not our 
own; we are His. He redeemed us from 
the devil’s pawnshop; and when you 
hear someone preaching that we must 
remain defiled with sin, or we must 
commit sin, he is saying in effect that 
Jesus Christ claims something over 
which the devil has dominion. Phat 
preacher who preaches a mongrel re- 
ligion is nothing less than counterfeit; 
he is one of the biggest humbugs that 
walks upon terra firma. 

Jesus said in words so simple a way- 
faring man, though fool, need not err 
therein. What? “You cannot serve God 
and mammon.” You cannot serve two 


masters, God and Satan, at the same 
time. Darkness and light will not mix. 
You can’t be right and wrong at the 
same time. “He that is born of God 
doth not commit sin; for his seed re- 
maineth in him, and he cannot sin, 
because he is born of God.” Notice. 
the language is as strong as God 
could put it—‘“He that is born of God 
cannot sin.” There is but one way to 
logically interpret this “cannot sin.” 
It is not an infallible “cannot,” but 
rather a moral cannot. Let me illus- 
trate: He that. is honest cannot steal. 
An honest man cannot steal, but he 
can lay aside his honesty and steal; 
but the moment he does this he is 
no longer honest, for he becomes a 
thief. A truthful man cannot lie, but 
he can forfeit his truthfulness and 
then lie; then he becomes a liar. 
Neither can a Christian commit sin; 
he can, however, throw off his moral 
robe of righteousness and sin but then 
he is no longer a Chrisitan but a sin- 
ner. 

The holiness doctrine on the sin 
question is simply this: Any man can 
sin; any man may sin; but no man 
MUST sin. Isn’t this reasonable? 

“Moral perfection” has always been 
God’s highest standard. Listen to Lev. 
22:21, “And whosoever offereth a sac- 
rifice unto the Lord...it shall be 
perfect to be accepted; there shall 
be no blemish therein.” Agreeable to 
this Old Testament standard is that 
of the New, eternally verified in Rom. 
12:1, 2, “I beseech you therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living sacri- 
fice, holy, acceptable unto God, which 
is your reasonable service. And be not 
conformed to jthis world: but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your 
mind, that ye may prove what is that 
good, and acceptable, and perfect will 
of God.” 

It is understood by all that the sac- 
rifice upon the ‘altar represented the 
offerer. The character of both must 
harmonize; must be identical. Now, 
God says, “The sacrifice must be per- 
fect to be accepted; there shall be 
no blemish in it.” It is a strange thing 
to me that men will stand in the 
sacred pulpit and preach that all 
Christians are tainted with sin and 
must remain so as long as they live 
in this lower world, when God plainly 
said, “It must be perfect to be ac- 
cepted: there must be no blemish in 
it.” Man is sanctified by the blood of 
Christ, and then offers his body a

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A Communist Slave Finds Christ 


Those who are living will tell the 
horrible story about the bloodthirsty 
communists, what they did in our 
homes in Estonia. They arrested, in 
1942, 537,500 people; in 1949, 74,000, 
and sent them to “North Siberia” 
Russia. 

Some made the trip and many died 
on the way. Cattle train after cattle 
train went every day to Russia. After 
they arrived, families were separated. 
They took small children away to 
teach them communism. Each day in 
the communist schools they drill little 
ones, who are yet babes, with com- 
munism. The communist teacher tells 
the children to kneel and pray to their 
“Father Stalin” and he will hear their 
prayer. While they are praying the 
teachers slip candy in the children’s 
hands and tell them Father Stalin 
gave it to them. They love Stalin for 
this, and boast of him. Later they 
teach the children (even babes) how 
to kill without mercy. They take an 
animal, dog, chicken, etc., and put the 
animal on the desk and the teacher 
takes a very sharp knife and cripples 
the animal. At first it seems brutal 
to the six-year-old; but soon, taking 
turns, they march around, one at a 
time. One will break off the animal’s 
leg with the sharp knife; then other 
parts of the body are cut away, until 
its suffering is terrible. Then they 
watch it die. This creates a burning 
hate and an unconcerned feeling 
within their hearts so when they are 
grown they do not mind to do any- 
thing. They do not fear death or 
war.... They take away the wives 
and make them marry Russian sol- 
diers so as to have children for Stalin. 


When I looked at the station from 
where the people were sent to Russia, 
the people were holloing for some- 
thing to eat and water. We could not 
give them anything for Russian police 
were standing there. One took a buck- 
et of water and threw it in the peo- 
ple’s faces. They were locked in cat- 
tle trains like cows. When someone 
cried after someone the Russian police 
would put them on the train, too. 


They took away the churches and 
made dance halls out of them. They 
took pictures of Jeus Krist (Jesus 
Christ), hung them up, and stuck the 
eyes out of them. They took all our 
holy Bibles. We were forbidden to 
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read them or have them in our homes. 
They wanted to teach that Stalin was 
the “father.” 

They had a house called the 
“K.P.U.” (666) where they took all 
the people who did not belong to the 
communist (faith) and killed them 
behind the iron curtain. “K.P.U.” 
MEANS 666 in the American language. 
There are not words to describe how 
the people were treated. They cut 
the ears and tongues off of some 
people, broke their fingers in some 
joints, burnt them with hot sticks, 
struck many through the heart with 
a hot stick, cut women’s breasts off. 
Anyone who went in the “K.P.U.” 
house did not come out alive. 

What they did in Estonia will never 
be forgotten. Only God in heaven is 
a witness to what they did. Whether 
any of those people in North Siberia 
are living, I don’t know. Only God 
knows. 

All my life I worked in the fields 
each day with my mother and sister. 
When the Reds were within twenty- 
five miles of my home, each day as 
they drew nearer I would tell them 
we should leave there while we had 
time. My sister would say I was a 
coward for running. My father was 
killed by the enemy before this. For 
over a year we had kept him hidden 
from Nazis in our loft, in a place large 
enough only for him to turn over. 
Finally, they found him and killed 
him. We knew sooner or later it would 
mean certain death for him. Now the 
Reds were invading the place and I 
wanted to leave. My mother and sister 
refused. I got ready and told them I 
would be back on Friday. I took some 
eggs and butter to secure my way 
into the city. I could give this, and it 
meant more than money to many. I 
escaped. I went again on Friday. The 
Reds had been there, and the place 
was left in ashes. I was driven to 
Berlin, Germany. Leaving from my 
homeland, it was late fall, September 
21, 1944. The homeland at the time 
was under the enemy (Nazis). Soon 
we would be under REDS, as the cap- 


ital was suffering the last moments. 


We were standing in a war hospital, 
on the first floor, where I used to be 
student nurse, but now I was waiting 
the transportation to Germany to live 
as a SLAVE.... My age was sixteen. 
I was awaiting my own future. I need- 
ed my mother, dad, and sister so baa-@ 
ly. I was lonesome and so sad with- 
out them. 

The Germans took only those who 
were able to work and get around. 
They did not need our wounded Es- 
tonians who suffered so long they 
bled to death. Not one but hundreds 
called help in God’s name. Bombs 
were falling, people burning alive.... 
This lasted from six in the evening 
till two o’clock next morning. There 
were more planes; more bombs came 
down on us. I saw my own death. My 
body got cold. Cold sweat was on my 
forehead. My heart was beating so 
fast. Death was standing behind me; 
I felt it was my last minute to live. 

Bombs, bombs came down, fire, 
houses caving in on us. Next morning 
I was still yet breathing, many lyin 
all around me, some with arms and 
legs torn off. Many mothers and new- 
born babes were dead or dying. I 
turned my head toward heaven and 
asked God to not let this happen to 
me, and to please show me a way out 
of this “hell fire.” Daylight came, and 
those remaining alive got out. God 
had heard my prayer. I thank God 
forever.... 

I was living the second week as a 
prisoner in a northern camp, Lithuani- 
an Libaw (Liberia). For months I 
did not have a decent meal. I was 
thankful to find scraps on the floor. 
One could not even see any dogs or 
cats. The German Military had eaten 
all of them. Only skins were hanging 
up. Many turned to God while these 
bombings were going on, but when 
they were over many people even for 
got. there was a God.... * 

On Oct. 5, 1944 (at night), during 
a bombing, again I felt I would never 
see daylight. We were marched to the 
harbor, and I looked back at the city. 
It was in flames. The ships in the 
harbor were burning. I tried to get 
away from the ship*when a big fat 
German police slapped me until I 
willingly went aboard.

“One doesn't have to accept the whole 
program or question its lack of detail to be 
in sympathy with WOMAN’s objective of 
permanent, enforceable peace.

“Lift not up your horn on high: 
speak not with a stiff neck. For pro- 
motion cometh neither from the east, 
nor from the west, nor from the 
south. But God is the judge: he put- 
teth down one and setteth up an- 
other,” Psalm 75:5-7. 

There is a natural inclination for 
ambitious men to desire promotion. 
This is true in the ministry, as in any 
other vocation. The Lord has encour- 
aged His servants to be progressive 
and industrious. He does not intend 
that we should bury our talents. He 
has bestowed them upon us that we 
may serve Him more efficiently, and 
we are obligated to develop the ability 
He has given-us. In fact, He has made 
us responsible to exercise our talent 
to His glory, and we will be expected 
to give an account, when we reach 
the end of our course. 

We are all workers together with 
Him, Paul said. The Lord has impart- 
ed to each man the ability He posses- 
ses. For man to take pride in this 
God-given ability would be sinful. Our 
boast is in the grace of God and the 
cross of the Lord Jesus Christ. When 
we honor one another, we honor the 
Lord who has redeemed us, called us, 
and given us ability to witness for 
Him. It is honorable to recognize the 
value of man’s capabilities and direct 
them in profitable channels. 

The Lord has revealed the secret of 
true progress to His servants. Those 
who have adhered to the route have 
been successful. There is only one way 
to recieve a genuine promotion, and 
that is His way. Men who have resort- 
ed to unethical methods in their ef- 
forts to obtain promotion have, in re- 
ality disqualified themselves.

I discovered that 
you could open all the outlets along 
the ditch, but unless the main chan- 
nel was clear the water would not 
come through. The project was 
backed by an adequate supply of 
water, but the channels had to be 
clear. When the ditches were full, w 
went about systematically providin 
outlets, and then our efforts to water 
the land were successful. 

We ministers are the channels. All 
of heaven’s resources are behind us. 
Our lives should always be filled to 
overflowing with rivers of living 
water. The world is a spiritual desert, 
and we are obligated to impart the 
bread and water of life. Our officials 
are in a position to provide the out- 
lets. All they ask for is a consecrated, 
devoted, qualified ministry with 
which to promote the church work 
and with which to promote the min- 
isters as well.

holy sacrifice upon the altar of God 
to be filled and used of the Holy Spirit, 
resulting in the glorification of Christ 
in his life. 

Did I hear you say, “Sanctification 
is nothing but a setting apart for 
God’s use?” You are just one-half 
right. Sanctification is a setting apart 
for God’s use, but keep this in mind: 
God will not set apart for His use an 
unclean vessel. My mother sets apart 

er cooking utensils, but not without 
giving them a thorough washing with 
soap and water. Is my mother a better 
housekeeper than God? I think not. 


Now back to the text: “Be perfect.” 
Have you ever read how this word 
“perfect” originated? It will help you 
to understand what Christ meant 
when He said, “Be perfect.” It is a 
compound word, the former meaning 
“a sunbeam,” and the latter “to 
judge”—literally, “to judge in a sun- 
beam.” It was taken from an ancient 
custom of holding up a substance be- 
fore the sun for his rays to interpen- 
etrate it in order to reveal any foreign 
matter or impurities. The scriptural 
application is very simple and means 
that when the blood of Jesus covers 
your soul its sanctifying efficacy 

akes your heart so pure the omnis- 
Orie: eye of the Eternal Judge looking 
through and through you cannot see 
one particle of sin. The word “sin- 
cerity” is not less strong, because it 
means “without wax”; i. e., perfectly 
free from foreign matter. Agreeable 
to this are the words of St. John, “The 
blood of Jesus Christ cleanseth us 
from all sin.” Also the words of St. 
Paul, “Being therefore made free from 
sin, and become servants to God; 
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you have your fruit unto holiness, and 
the end everlasting life.” 

Bogus theologians may wrest the 
Scriptures in a futile effort to change 
it, but it is an eternal fact that will 
stand as firm as Gibraltar through 
the flight of eternal ages. Poor un- 
saved soul, have you been taught that 
you must drag the devil’s chain as 
long as you live in this world? If so, 
fly to God’s Son, Christ Jesus, and 
let Him unloose the fatal lasso thrown 
around your neck by Satan. Throw 
off the heavy yoke in the name of 
Him who drank the judgment cup 
for you on the hill of skulls. Give 
Christ a chance. He “saves to the 
uttermost.”
